In Amiens we stayed overnight, in a rather shabby hotel that belonged 
to the owner of a .house of prostitution w;ho was supposed to set up a resistance 
group in Amiens. The hotel was on a square in the center of the town and the' 
bordello a little outside of town. In Rouen and Aroehtiers the offers, were. re- 
. fused. Having returned to Paris I began’ work with the instruction after I had 
taken an apartment at a certain PIERRE KJEPER^s on the Rue' de Godet de Maurois 
in the 30s coming right back from the Rue Mathurin* In this ’ apartment. 1 gave 
instructions on the theoiy* of explosives, Amonb those present, were MAX, RENE, 
NCEL or NpNO N ( who had lived for a long time in Africa) and the owner of the 
apartment, PIERRE, The Waffen-SS Sgt, Hermann VALEI>ITIN \*io had arrived in the* 
meantime, had taken weapons and ammunition (no explosives) to Lille together with 
GAVEAU and NONON.

The trip took place at a time of tremendous events. It was impossible to under-

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At the beginning of August we got ready to evacuate ow office to the 
south east of Prance, A trip was proixjsed with RICHARD and IJTQT who ought to 
have driven to VicV^ and Lyons for it was hoped to win a certain Jacques de 
BERNONVTLLE who lived in Lyons over to the enterprise. At this point I would 
like to say something concerning the activities of LITT and RICHARD, , 

RICHARD MARTIN ("Le Gros")j lived in Paris at 3 cr 5 rue Alia ene Huss^e,. 6th 
floor, I was in his apartment four or five times and was introduced to his 
wife, Richard is about 1 meter 68 tall^ scmewhat fat, luis fluffy brown hair, 
always wears blue shirts and always has a cigarette in his mouth.

Militia, but was supposed to 
have taken leave there, stating that he was goliog to. return. to Prance, This 
occurred at the beg^inning of October, I do not know Jacques de BERNONVIU^ 
personally, but I was told he was a General S~Uiff . administrative officer of the 
Militia in Lyons, the entire office remained in Belfort until the end of August 
in a state of complete inaoti'vity and was then transferred to Plschlngen/^den, 
During the last days of ouf stay in Belfort we were Joined- by SS-lst Lt,

France. No exact inforniation was given in the order as to where this pipeline 
was to be found, neither did I receive any. verbal’ instructions about its 
location. BHSHOT then gave me verbal instructions to get into contact with 
PICHAPD's group which had been left behind in Paris. According to his instruc- 
t^on 3 I v/as to go out alone, ^Tithout any icjentification papers, . but I was to take 
with me one million (1,000, :?0C francs) and about 20 magnetic demolition charges.

I ^ould use to introduce myself to these radio operators, ’ BESEKOW told me Just 
to say that I had been sent by NAISSER. However- this seemed to .ite t o be so 
■j ris^QT and dangerous that I did not get involved In the matter at all but decided 

/ to send back couriers, which had been requested from group RICHATO. A few days 

later I was given a folder, marked top-cecret (”geheime Reichssache**), in which 
about ten of the hbove mentioned supiily depots were designated on' maps, and on. 
i photographs. Three of the Frenchmon in. Badenweiler had -volunteered .to go to 
j ■ France as sabotage teams. The n£\in*js of the t hree were; VLIEGEN, 7SSSSER and IttY. 
VLIEC31N was si^posed to* go wibh me and the two others were to make up a. team by 
themselves, Zeller and NAY were each given one or two maps of those supply dep- 
ots and had to memorize them exactly. After that these documents were immediate- 
ly returned to Berlin. I myself looked into these maps. of the supply depot? s 
I noticed that the directions v;ere given with meticulous detaiil and precision, 

I would say almost too much. The depots were not only marked geographically on 
a map, but there were j)hotographs showing where, one had to leave the. main high- 
way or turn into a side rond and the position of, the supply depots themselves was 
recorded photographically. personally I. thought it was too dangerous to have 
such exact records of such dangerous things, I remember that while thunbing • 
through them, I savr that the road signs v/hich lead to one of the camps must have 
been in the vicinity of or inside Versailles itself, I remember that on one 
photograph there were two roads which divided like a *'Y". At the Junction of 
the two roads there was a large rnetal sign-board and ne^ to it there may have 
been another metal sign pointing in the direction of a j'^layground (fairly'cer- 
tainly a Velodrome),

Since I had already been assigned rr^y mission and given the necessary explosives, 

I was not ihterested in these AST (Abwehr .of floe) supply depots and .therefore did 
not believe it worthwhile for me to-memorize the directions. Before rt\y depar- 
ture I had a thorough discussion with' Gerard LITT, He gave me several .addresses 
in writing which I was to memorize before finally crossing the border. These 
addresses were instructions ^ere I could find RICHARD' if necessaiy and have 
already mentioned . them, . Before leaving Badenweile'r I 'spoke to one of ’ NAISSER* a 
men, called CHARLES GAUDIOT. G-AUBIOT told me that a few days ago he had been 
.-isited by a certain PI]in?RE- MORAI^JD, attache with' the French Ministry of Propa- 
ganda in Siemaringen, who had given him some hideouts, i,e,. places where one 
could conceal people in case of necessity. He gave me exact directions on how 
get to "LA ROUILLEB" the liORrUJD estate in the vicinity of Compeigne, ”LA 
ROUILLKB*' can be reached from two. directions; 1) Prom Oomplegne through Pierre- 
I end to Reteuil, Or. the road from Re.teuil to Taille-Pontaine,’ there is a road • 
shortly after Reteuil, which branches off to -the left leading, to ’.the' house "LA 
ROUHLEE", which is located in the middle of a forest, 2) - Coming from Villers- * 
Coteret, through Taille-Fontaine to Reteuil, turn off to the right shortly be- 
fore Reteuil. If the house should be occupied by M0RAND*s family; one could 
refer to PIEI^RE MORAIiL, I do not know MORAND personally and- 1 have never seen 
him. ihe terrain was supposed to be suitable for parachute operations later on, 
GAUDIOT also gave me the address of a. woman,’ named SERVE!, - resident at 5 or 5 
Cours de Rohan), He mentioned that I could use these .addresses. as hide-outs or 
for collaborators, always mentioning the name. MORAND,. .- I took leave- i^^ 
weiler and went to Mulhausen, In the meantime I had figured out. a stoiy on how 
to get some identification papers before entering Prance, thus • disobeying the 
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order from Berlin. At the police in Mulhauaen I got an identity card, made out 
in the name of ICARL HAAS, bom in Basel in 22 March 1909^ and I left for Belfort, 

At Belfort Charlie • HAOEIORN and I got in touch with the General Staff of the 
25th Sector HQ in order to determine gaps in the front or some other suitable 
place for infiltrating. After a talk with Col. BEHLB and the G-^2jr 1st Lt, 

JAKKUHN, we were told that it would be better to pass across at the front of the 
American sector# \7e went to Gebweiler to the G-2 of Am\7, Capt. KILIAN, 
sent us on to the 198th Division in Gerardmer, Prom Gebweiler we. went back to 
Belfort, \7itbout HAGEDORN knowing about’ it I took my civilian clpthos and^ 

400,000 francs to a friend of mine, a Swiss farmer in the vicinity of Dell. 

The name of the Swiss farmer is MOSER, and he lives on a farm *'MAIS0N ROUGE** near. 

Paverois. I told him that I was going to the front and that, if .1 should not 
return by the end of the war, he should send my belongings to my family in 
Switzerland. MOSER told me At that time that MARECftvL from Belfort, a chief 
engineer of the ”pnts et Chaussees** was in hiding at the Maison Rouge. The 
Gegtapo in Belfort had been looking for MARECIiAL for some time. MOSER asked me 
take M/iREGHAL in my car to Courcelles at the Swiss border do that he could 
flee to Switzerland from there. I carried out MOSER* s request. Prom the be- 
ginning I had an uncertain feeling that something v/ould go wrong with my ‘ !

pounds, Swiss and Belgian francs)* Shortly before leaving I bought several j

At that time some activities were going on in Prance and now, lately, in south- 
eastern Prance, involving persons and happenings with- which r was :not , connected 
but about v/hich I heard a good deal. Around 20 Sept., SS**lst Lt^s LOBA and 
DOBRICH, both formerly with the Chief of the Security Police and Security 
Service (HDS), Paris, Department VI, were oixlered to Join oUr spec^iad command at 
Badenweiler. LOBA took over the administration and DOBRYCH was given, the task 
of setting up supply depots in Alsace and the Black Porest. . I saw DOBRICH for 
a short time in Mulhausen and he told me that it was difficult to if ind suitable 
. people in. Alsace, who, after an invasion, were willing to remain there and offer 
resistance. He told me- that he had ordered tin-lined crates in which to bury 
- sabotage materials. He was in touch with VEITH . a German, citizen, director of

s At the beginning of July a certain I^EHLIS took the two Frenchmen 

LAJ/IEERT and LAURE^JT to Paris with a complete .radio transmission set. LAI/IHEKC 
and LAURENT were to establish radio communications between HAGEDORN’s office 
and other radio stations yet to be set up in Preoioe. Both had gone throu^ a - 
course of instruction at The Hague and Berlin. They had ’lmown HAGEDORN at ' 

The Hague. LAURENT must have been living in Paris before, and he: had;*a wife and 
a daughter about I6 years old. L/iMEEIRT was the lover of this daughter, and he 
lived together with LAUREI^*s family, .In the vicinity of Enghien a house- was 
requisitioned, which was siq)i.osed to become the radio station.’ Some -time later 
however it was found that a requisitioned- house might be dangerous and the two 
were ordered to find something for themselves. A' few .days later they had. found 
a place in CORMEILLES-EI^-PARISIS • LAMBERT and LAURENT' had .the. task to set ^ . 
radio communications ^vi thin the organization of the LITT and RICHiARD group. 

For this puiq)ose they v/ere given a car, money, and radio .equipment. As far as 
I know, LAMBERT had the mission to go in the direction of Orleans and to set . 
up a radio transmitter together with one of RICH/-:RD*s men, -whose name was PQN7 
CHEIiET, called **PC::rdN" (age 23,. fair hair,' 1.68m tall,' pimply.' face, blue eyes).- 
\/hen the office moved out of Paris, LAMBERT and LAUREriT with his family' were 
supposed to come, along, but they did not show up. I drove out to' CORNEILLES- 
'uN-PARISIS with CHARLIE • HA GEDORI I . The house was locked and the’ neighbours 
said that they had not seen anybody for a week. Then we drove to LAURENT *.s 
apartment in town, which I am pretty certain was in rue Felix- Paure, .Paris. (15) 
and there the porter *told us that nobody had showed up for some time, LA2>THERT 
is about 1*68 m tall, has brown combed-back hair, sallow complexion, one Joint 
missing on a finger of one haiid.

"Seeloewe” is the cover name of the Aby/ehr oirt-pc/'t *^Meldekdpf der Ast) which 
operates in Gerardmer under the direction of Sgt# (Unteroffizier) TONUT# I 
was introduced to AL0Y3 TOHIN and I kner.y immediately that I had seen the man 
before in Basel, (Description of TONUI: About 1,72 m tall, well nourished, 

hair almost blonde, .^face' red and a little bloated# Special characteristics: 

He spits when he talks, wears a gold signet ring with **AT” en 0 :*aved on it# 

His wife is said to live, in Strasbourg. I kne^v his. father pretty well at the 
vime in Basel. (TONBT Sr. woi^ked in Munster as a sculptor for a long time)# 
During the time of my stay in Gerardmer, where I stayed at '.his house, he re- 
peatedly told me about his life. Before and. after the outbreak of- war he 
travelled from Switzerland to France \7orking for Germany#- At the same time he 
is supposed to have worked against Germany for inspector JUD of the Swiss Police 
(Bundespolizei^) , providing him with information, but JUD is supposed to have 
gotten only unimportant- decoy material. He was not active in any Swiss nation- 
alist party. After taking up residence in Germany he was allegedly^ declared a 
German citizen because of his meritorious services. He says he took part in 
the campaign in the V/est as a si)ecial agent (Sonderfuhrer) and to have worked 
for the Abwehr office (Ast) in Paris. He was discharged because of differences 
with his superior, Colonel EKINGER, moved to Strasbourg and worked for the SD 
there. Then, he says, he went to :^aris, bought a Textile factory together. with 
a partner, and earned millions in a short time. Together with his jjartner he 
lived in a villa in Avenue Henri 'Martin^ and, at the same time, had a luxurious 
tv/o-room apartment at 42 Quay Passy for himself and furnished according to 
his plans. This apartment at 42 Quay Passy was called *'Tony Bar” by his friends# 
His girl friend Jeannine, an artist, lived with him and took possession 

of the apartment with a forged contract of purchase ai*ter he moved, away from 
Paris. As a German citizen TCNIN was then called up as an amored' Infantryman' 
and stayed in Landau for three months. During these three months he frequently 
travelled to France for his comanding officer to purchase food and wine# Aft^. 
ttoee months he was classified indispensable by the Abwehr office (Ast) in 
Dijon and transferred to Dijon. During his absence from Paris his partner had 
cheated his out of 8,000,000 francs. He told me that he did. very good work in 
the Abwehr office (Ast) and that they frequently carried but 5Q/60 arrests a 
day. In case I did not have enough money after arriving in Paris, he offered 
me to get some from a friend of his v/ho had stayed behind# " The name of the 
friend was EBERHARDT# He vras a Sv/iss citizen from' .the Canton of Aargau, co- 
owner of the firm "JL^i^ICI/ilRE PRyiNCE-SUISSE" . in the rue dU Quatre Septembre, 
near the Place de l^Opera. He said that he had once given EEBRHARDT 5P0/000 
francs andlhat''^! could gefc. some money there in case I needed it#’ I was to go 
into the office of the JUDICIAIRE FRi'iNCO-SUISSE, ask for EBERHARDT, but .not to 
mention anyi;hin 6 to his partner JOUFROY. I inquired, whether BBEIRHARDT was 

reliable, TWIN laughed and said; ”He is in it Just as deep as I amj” • 
EBERHARDT is supposed to have had aii apartment at Auteuil# . The GciTnari who was 
v/^ith him was a corporal, who acted as, driver and cook,, called JOIINI^Y PLUltl,; from 
Cologne, and who must have worked for the Abwehr. office (Ast) in- lA Jon -for some- 
time.

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His father is supposed to have been administrator for confiscated Jeirish pro- 
perty in Paris. Two of his brothers had been with the Uaquls, and hl.s mother 
had been killed during; an airraid in the vicinity of Chalona-sur-Saone, At 
that time he was- planning an operation which was the consequence of the acti- 
vities- of Marcel who -roamed eo’ound the farms of Gerardmer and St, Die as an 
agent-provocateur. Once or twice a married coujCLe came to vlait in the evening 
who had a cloth business in Elbeuf near Rouan, The man had been a member of 
the PEP, limps and has an. eye defect, IX3UIS TESSBnJRE and MARCEL mentioned 
once that they had worked with a frenchman, MARCEL MUELLER, who at that tine 
stqpposedly ws.s in Wiesbaden or in Freiburg, Two days later HAGEIX}RN returned, 
with the two Frenchmen and on TONIH's advice took them to the Abwehr outpost 
(Jleldekopf ) BEWZINGER in St, Die in order to have them equipp^ with forged 
identity cards and to firid out about possibilities' for infiltration. On 
Thursday night after dark I went to Capt, HQPH^ANN, was taken forward, acccmi- 
panied by Capt, ICAI/TENHAEUSER, crossed the front near Le Tholy on the night of 
Thursday to Pidday on 27 Oct. and reported to the American troops in ihe vicinity 
of Cailloux on the 28th, Saturday morning at 10 a.m. After being interrogated 
in Bruyere I was transferred to Epinal on Sunday, 29th October. 

All these statements are a confession, I declare to have told ih? 
entire truth and that I will give fulftter information if I should remember more 
names or occurrences. 

Since ny student days I have devoted nyself .to' the National Socialist 
ideology and was forced into German territory in 1942 by ttie circumstances of • 
the time and the war,
